The following account is given of an 
exlraordinury run willi tiie Dtivon and 
iSoiuerfot slaghounds : — "On Friday ihc 
' fie^d' assembled at Diin.k<erry,-Uill gate. 
A hind was stnrted from Sweet' Tree, nnd, 
ufter ri;iin:iig her ai.T0S3 Parsonage Slide, 
the puck was luiJ on, and a a|)leti(Hd run 
fullowed. She crossed tko Bull to 
Horner water, up tL'e stroftin to Stoke, 
llience to the right to Williamson Wood, 
across the stroam and away over Leigh 
Hiir to Hornei* ; now to the water, agaiin 
rtiimin;^ up the strt;iitn to East Wulerp, 
ovur the Hull lowattl Sweet Tree, from 
iheiics to Stoke Cotninoii, lo the left in a 
ilii-fctioii for lOxford, over Dniikerry to- 
ward Uulcoiube ; now giving a turn to 
the left, she made for Luccombe planta.. 
lion, crossinf? tho valley to Holcombe (tho 
seat of Sir 1', D. Aclniu'j, where she look 
ft* run through the |ileasuro giouiidH, atid, 
pus.sing swiftly in front of the mniisioii, 
sliu made lowurd Selwortliy covers ; but 
thi'so Hfforfling no security, she went over 
Hussinf^ton Hill to Haristone Point. 
Mere the hard-pursued hind took the di.- 
fuiisive, and stood at bay with the 
IioiiihIs, but, fiiKliiij^ it ol" iitllo use, sliu 
ni--lif'(l itiio the Sea.

Several of tlie hounds 
wcro so completely cxhoasted that they 
could not stand, nnd men were got to 
carry thciu over tiie rock.s. With a little 
care iinsl of Uiuti) wcro .si [[ D cd ; one was 
found drowned, (>iiil tlireu othura are mis- 
sing. Ill this most extraordinary wind-up 
of tho day's sport, tho deer was lost sight 
of."

Borlase says be saw a lobster attack an 
oyster, who persisted ia closing his shell 

often as the lobster attempted to in^ 
trade within it. After many fuiluics the 
lobster took a small stone and placed it 
belwocQ the shells a.s soon as lliey were 
separated, and then devoured ,tho fish. 
Mr Gardener, in his Curiosities of Natur- 
al History, states that be once watched 
a crab enlarging its burrow on the sand;
